Only  a  handful  of  houses  throxjghout  the  district  lack 
a  mains  piped  water  s-upply  into  the  house  and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  small  parishes  of  Woolland  md  Toberton  said  six 
houses  in  Glanvilles  Wootton  the  mains  supply  is  from  the 
Water  Board® s  Mains  sipplyo 


Weekly  samples  for  bacteriologi.cal  exajnination  of  all.l 
the  Board®  s  si-pplies  at  source  were  taken  by  the  Boardo 
Your  officers  took  spot  check  samples  of  the  mains  supplies

Private  Supplies 

The  only  areas  in  your  district  having  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  supply  is  part  of  the  Parish  of  Glanvilles  Wootton 
where  about  six  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  three 
private  suppliesj,  where  bacteriological  results  have  shoroi 
the  water  to  be  not  wholly  satisfactory^  the  parishes  of 
Woolland  and  Stoke  Wake^  but  the  quality  of  these  supplies 
has  remained  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Di.irlrj,g  the  year  extensions  to  the  sewerage  systems  at 
Mamhullj  Hazelbury  Bryan  and  Sturminster  Newton  were  carried 
out. 


All  the  major  Paiuishes  have  now  got  adequate  sewerage 
schemes  and  no  serious  nuisances  in  the  district  are  due  to 
the  lack  of  such  schemes. 

An  extension  of  the  Stuarminster  scheme  to  incl'xie  t.h© 
Broad  Oak  area  will  be  urgently  necessary,,  howevet  j,  should 
fuirther  new  development  take  place  in  that  area  and  the 
Couuicil  is  preposing  to  sewer  that  district.

Cesspool  Emptying 


The  ces^ool  emptying  service  provided  by  the  Council 
mder  section  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act^  1936  operated  by 
contract,  has  continued  to  c^erate  reasonably  satisfactorily. 

A  large  amount  of  sewage  has  to  be  disposed  of  at  the 
Coijncil*s  refuse  tip.  This  is  definitely  a  hindrance  to 
tip  maintenance,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  secure  better 
arrangonents  befcre  starting  a  new  tip. 

On  two  occasions  it  has  been  necessary  to  disclose  of 
drainage  from  the  Knackers  Yard  following  cases  of  anthrax, 
and  where  possible  this  has  been  done  by  dun5)ing  the  liquid 
in  a  specially  pr^ared  hollow,  treating  it  with  lime  and 
covering  it  immediately  with  refuse. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


As  the  present  refuse  tip  is  only  estimated  to  last 
another  foxjr  years,  serious  consideration  was  given  dxaring 
the  year  to  future  policy.  The  possibility  of  the  pulver-=* 
isation  of  refuse,  as  an  alternative  to  controlled  tipping 
was  considered,  but  this  method  cannot  be  reconanended  in 
your  district.  There  appears  to  be  no  practicable  alter-” 
native  to  controlled  tipping  and  the  finding  of  a  site  for 
a  new  tip  is  urgently  required. 

Salvage

The  market  for  waste  paper  has  shown  a  very  marked  drop 
during  the  year,  the  price  for  unbaled  waste  being  only  ane^ 
third  of  that  obtaining  earlier  in  the  year. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  one  or  two  cases  have  occurred  of 
pollution  from  silage. 

Some  attempt  has  been  made  to  publicise  the  d  angers 
arising  from  the  construction  of  silage  pits  close  to  screams, 
or  otherwise  permitting  the  liquor  to  reach  streaons  by  rueaas 
of  drains  or  ditches. 

The  period  during  which  this  liquor  is  exuded  from 
silage  is  comparatively  short,  but  the  polluting  nature  of 
it  is  very  strong  indeed,  and  appears  to  act  with  the  most- 
serious  effects  when  streams  are  low  during  the  warm  part 
of  the  year.  At  this  time  the  oxygen  content  of  the  rixt'ers 
is  usually  at  a  very  low  ebb  anyway,  and  it  dee  s  not  take 
much  further  demand  upon  the  oxygen  content  to  cause  a 
menace  to  fish  life.

Those  at  Co\mtj 
Schools  are  supervised  by  the  County  Health  D^artment,  and 
those  at  private  schools  ai'e  visited  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors, 

The  increasing  provision  of  school  sv/ii-iming  baths  is  wel¬ 
comed,  not  only  for  the  increased  opportunity  which  they 
provide  for  the  teaching  of  swimming  and  life  saving  to  more 
and  more  young  people,  but  also  as  an  alternative  to  swiriiining 
in  the  local  rivers,  parts  of  which  cannot  always  be  considered 
to  be  safe  from  dangerous  pollution.

The  Council  has  approved  the  provision  of  eighteen  new 
dwellings  at  Stalbridgej,  but  as  these  are  to  replace  the 
existing  fifteen  prefabricated  houses  on  the  site  and,  in 
addition  ten  "prefabs'  are  due  for  demolition  at  Stximnnster 
Newton,  this  new  building  may  well  not  meet  present  demands 
which  continue  to  increase,  particularly  in  the  core  \3rban 
parishes. 

Whatever  the  answer  may  be  to  satisfy  the  increased 
demand  for  houses  for  families  and  young  married  covples, 
the  increasing  demand  for  ^ecialised  housing  for  old 
people  can  only  be  met  by  an  increased  provision  of  such 
type  of  accommodation  and  in  view  of  the  steady  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  such  old  people  w  dch  come  to  my  notice 
I  have  little  doubt  that  the  provision  of  a  further  groi:p 
of  old  people's  dwellings  with  welfare  facilities  is 
required  in  the  district.
